It would also tend to promote friendliness 
between representative men of China and 
the West. The amount of money required 
for the erection of such a building is at 
least Tls. 100,000, and we are very sorry 
to see it stated that the bulk of the funds for 
carrying out such an enterprise must.as of 
course come from Western countries, and, 
In order to obtain: these funds from the 
West, it is also. deemed a necessary 
preliminary to start the ball rolling with 
“contributions to a certain extent from 
persons of the foreign communities In 
China.”
